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The  production  of  fruits  p-nd  vegetables  for  canning  or  proce.93lng  has 
become   the  fastest   .rowing  agriculturr.l  enterp^-ise   in   the  Con^onwealth.      As 
recently  as  1924,    vegetables   for  canning    vere  <:rown  on  only   7,740  acres   o- 
Pennsylvania  f.rm  lands.      This   compares   with  36.000   in   1938,    is  an  increase   of 
365f.  in  14  years.      In  addition  to  this   increase   in  vegetable  canning,    the 
canning  of  mushrooms    (85/.  Of  the  total   canned  in  U.S.).   apples  and  rpple 
products;    cherri^  and  many    specialty  r)roducts  such   as   sours,   condi:.ents, 
preserves,    etc.  have  also   forged  rapidly  upward  in  recent  years. 

in    i^viewing  the  cannery  products  grading  in  the  pages  that  follow,   the 
steady  growth  of  this  standardization  work  is  apparent.      (See  Table  rio.   1) 
Ihe  total  of  193.600,000  pounds  of    apples,  cherries,   grapes,   berries,    nluir.s, 
pears,   onrn,   lima  beans  and  tomatoes  graded  at  44  factories   during  1938  is 
far  removed  from  the  initial  inspections  of  235,000  rounds  of  tomatoes  at   3 
factories   in  1927.      Total    volune  graded   in  1938   is   £0'^  over  1937    and  43>; 

over  1936, 

probably   the  most   significant  feature  of  grading  is  that  grov^ers  and 
canners  are  both  benefited.      Canners  gain  by  lowor  cost  of  production  and   in 
higher  quality  of  finished  product.      Growers  receive   .greater  inccr-.e  per   ton 
^a«i  per    acre    for  their  crops.      Because  of   these    advantages,    a   continued   ex- 
*  pansion  in  this  work   is   expected  during    the  next    few  years  and  more  partic- 
ularly on  such   crops   as   peas  and   corn,   which  have  more  recrntly   cone  into 
the   inspection   field,    than  on  crops  such   as   tomatoes,    appl.s   and   sour  cherries 
of  which  most  of  the  Pennsyl Tenia  production  is  clr3^dy  inspected.
